Wassiscton, March 81.—Mr. Nicholls’s 
joint resolution for the investigation of the 
giscinnati riots will probably be introduced 
ip the senate to-morrow. ‘Toe resolution de- 
ccribes the terrible condition of affairs in 
Cinconati and characterizes the mob asa 
kuklux organization, which has outraged law 
and order and violated the right of a citizen 
to trial by jury. A full investigation of the 
Sherman Danville committee is provided for 
im tbe resolution. To-night I hear that,Mr. 
Oabell, of Virginia, will to-morrow ojfer an 
exact copy of Sherman’s investigating resolu- 
tion, except that Cincinnati will be inserted 
instead of Danville, This unfortunate af- 
fair bas shown that the investigations of the 
alleged southern outrages are mere political 
milis. 

Mr. Morrison said to-day it might be two or 
three weeks before the tariff bill is offered to 
the house. He wants to give time to pass 
some appropriation bills, soas to keep the 
senate busy while the house is 
on the tariff. The plan is to call 
the previous question on the bill about the 
firstof Mey. Then amendments will begin, 


and they will take much more time than the 
general discussion. How far Mr. Randall and 
nis friends will antagonize the consideration 
of the bill is uncertain, but the prospect of 
passing any tariff bill does not brighten. 

Mr. Regan expects to get up his inter-state 
commerce bill this week. If he Woes, the 
house is in for another long discussion. The 
bill has been modified considerably... Its 
friends predict its passage, but that is hardly 
probable.

IN THE TYO HOUSES, 


The Cal of the States the srade Bollar—Tepics in 
the Se:ate. 

Wasuineton, March 31.—-In the senaie the 
public buildings committee reported favor- 
ably a bill providing for the erection of a 
public building at Chattanooga. Placed on 
the calendar. Mr. Butler presented a memo- 
ria] from thecham ber of commerce of Charles- 
ton, 8.

Mr. Platt called up for the purpose of 
speaking upon it, his bill providing tor the 
organization of the patent office into @ sepa- 
rate department. Atthe conciusion of his 
remarks the senate went into executive ses- 
sion, and when the doors were re-opened 
adjourned, 

IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house, Mr. Beach eo New York, from 
the committee on public bealth, reported 
buck a resolution directing that the commit- 
tee investigate the questioa of the adultera- 
tion of food and drugs. Mr. Browne, of In- 
diana, did not think this investigation with- 
in the province of congress, but thought that 
adulteration and drinks should be regulated 
by the states. 

Mr. Cox, of New York, called attention to 
the fact that while before the 
war but five hundred bilis would 
be presented 10 congress In a year, at this 
session 7,000 bilis had been already 
introduced. Congress was getting omniver- 
ous. It was taking in everything. There 
would be a committee pretty soon to investi- 
gate how much sand agrocer put in his sugar, 
and how much waterin his milk. In fact, 
the pendiog resolution would reach tbat 
gues ion, Congress had no right to be per- 
petualiy interferring with local matter and he 
objected to these microscopic bills brought in 
for the purpose of getting the surplus out of 
thetreasury. He moved to lay the resolution 
on the table. Lost, yeas 114, nays 124, and 
then the resolution was recommitted, 
reas 117, nays 116. 
 Dnder naan of states Mr. Nicholls, of 
Georgia, introduced a resolution reciting the 

fact that for several days the city of Cincin- 
nati has been menaced by a mob of vigilance 
committees and kuklux organizations, and 
have subverted the Jaw of the land and dis 
turbed public tranquility in repeated efforts 
lynch certain persons con- 
“in jail at Cincinnati, charged 
crime, resulting in the loss of 
many lives and the destruction of much 
property, and requesting the Sherman com- 
mittee of the senate to inquire into the cir. 
cumstances connected with these outrages 
and report by bill or otherwise. 

The bill for tue redemption of the trade 
dollar came up as the regular order, and Mr. 
Bland spoke in Opposition to it. Mr. Milier 
of Texus, and Mr. Lacey of Michigan, sup- 
ported the bill, the Jatter saying, however, 
that he would vote against it 1/ the fourth 
section, which provides that the trade dollar 
shall be deducted from the monthly coinage 
of silver, were stricken out. Robert Smails, of 
South Carolina, took the oath of office as rep- 
resentive to succeed the late KE.

Wasarnetos, March 31.--There is one 
“biver man than old Grant” in this country. 
[It is Comp!roller Lawrence. He is bigger 
than the president and the attorney general 
combined. After a repu >licaa congress had 
agreed to pay Georgia $35 000 on the old 
Trezevant claim the agent of the state wao 
went to collect the money was told by Law- 
rence that he meant to credit the amount on 
about $600,000 land tax levied during the 
war on tue confederate etates. Arguments and 
appeals were made in vain to the 
comptroller, Several appropriations had 
been made to the state since the war but he 
refused to be governed by precedents ; Early 
in this session Senators Brown aud Colquitt 
laid the matter before the president. - He re- 
guested anopinion from the attorney gen- 
eral. That official decided that the war tax 
Was Upon the citizensand not upon the states 
aud that the money appropriated by congress 
should be paid to Georgia. Senator Browa 
iniormed Comptroller Lawrence of this de- 
cision, Whereapen the comptroller remarked 
that he did not care what the attorney gen 
eral said, he meant to be governed by the 
Statute. oa 
This statement was reporied to the presi- 
dent. He thought a writ of mandamus would 
clearly be against the comptroller to compel 
the payment ef the money, but the Georgia 
senators and representatives devised a bever 
method of overruling this obstinate offie.al. 
Colonel Hammond introduced a bill in the 
ouse to pay the amount to the state of 
Georgia in cash. He soon afterwards sub- 
Mitted from tbe judiciary committes a 
banimous report in fayor of the Dill, DSena- 
Brown introduced the same bill in the 
bate last Friday. Hewilltry to have it

Georgia senators managed admirably tne

THE END OF THE SESSION. 


Resolution te Adjourn on the 2d of June—The Re- 
publican Policy.

_Wasuineton, March 31.—Mr. Anderson, of 

Kansas, is acongressman of moral. proclivi- 
ties. Heexpresses hisopinions. Last session 
he lectured his brotherrepublicans more than 
once. He pointed out the many iniquities of 
their tariff bill and concluded by voting for 
it. Mr. Anderson has announced that he 
thinks congress ought toadjourn early. He 
has introduced a resolution providing for ad- 
journment on the 2d of June, Tiis resolu- 
tion is only part of the republican pelicy to 
throw the responsibility for a long and fruit- 
less session on the democrats. Much of the 
delay hitherto experienced has been oc- 
casioned by repubiican filiibustering. The 
rest has been attributed to democratic bung- 
ling. The republicans have everything to 
gain bya long session. Their convention 
will meeton the SiofJune. The ticket will 
be put out and the lines laid for the cam- 
paign. They will begin it with speeches in 
congress directed to the issues before the 
people. These effusions will be svattered 
broadcast over the country under the frank- 
ing privilege. fter delaying legislation 
they willgo home to assail the democrats 
for not turnishing the public business 
in & more expeditious and statesman-like 
manner. That the session must bea long one 
is generally conceded here. An adj >urn- 
ment before the national democratic cunven- 
tion would have been advantageous to the 
party, but that is thought now to be very im- 
probable. If the &th of July is past the 
session is apttorun on to August. Much 
depends on the tariff discussion. It will 
begin to shape up in afew days. At present 
nothing can be hoped for but a stubborn and 
tedious contest over every step toward the 
passage of a tariff bill through the house. 
It will be all the worse for 
the party if after incurring 
the dangers of discussing the tariff at this 
time, it shallspend week after week in the 
endeavor to perfect a billand after all these 
pains shail see it beaten in the house. Yet 
such seems now to ba the only reasonable 
outlook. Leaving alone this question it 
would have been easy to finish tnis scssion 
in June. Some difficulties may arise between 
the two houses on the appropriation bills, 
Already a hitch that threatens to be stubbora 
has occurred on the naval bill. The posial 
bill will be the source of more trouble. These 
things happen almost every session and are 
somehow gotten over. The trouble about 
adjournment is the old source.of difficulty— 
the much talked tariff. The politicians have 
it on the bruin.

WASHINGION GOSSIP. 


Gilmpece at Meu and ihingeia and About tke Capita 
—~Miner Matters of the Day.

Wasuineron, March 31.—For the first time 
in many months Mr. Lamar addreszed the 
senate at length last Friday. He spoke in 
favor of the Blair edrecational. bil. His 
speeches are the most finished efforts to be 
heard in the senate. When it is known that 
he intends to speak the galleries are filled and 
instead of rows of deserted chairs, there isa 
full and attentive senate. 

Mr. Robert Clayton, of Georgia, was sur 
prised to wake up in New York the other 
morning apd tind that the president had 
nominated him to be consul at Para, Brazil. 
He was with his father, Hon. Philip Clayton 
when he died at Callao, ’eru. Young Ciay- 
ton was appointed to fill the unexpired term 
of the consulship. During the fierce bom- 
bardment of Callao by the Chilian navy. he 
was the only consul who remained at his post 
and he thus protected some valuable interesis 
of citizens of the United States. Two years 
ago he filed an application with high indorse 
ments for the consulship at Panama, but fail- 
ing to get it, he entered the service of 
W. C. Grace as purchasing 
agent in Costa Rica. He was in 
New York on a visit when he was nominated 
and confirmed to the consulship of Para. 
With salary and fees the piace is worth $52,- 
OO a year.

GOLD IN THE MINE. 


The Gliitterisg Mineral Ueearthed at the Kate of 
$400 per Bay. 

Sr. Pavt, March 3i.—Siate Senator Griggs 
has just returaed fromthe Cwur De Alene 
région. He says: ‘‘The yield of gold the com- 
ing season will be extraordinary. One miner, 
a few weeky ago,too poor to buy his own 
outfit, has caken out $5,000 from a place six 
feetsquare. The miners whoare working 
tuke out $400 per day per man. The snow is 
20 feet deep, butis melting rapidly. There 
unre 500 men in the mines, and their claims 
can’t be bought. Many sit with gun in hand 
watching their claims. The people are 
flocking in!o the mining region at the rate 
of 100 aday. At Thompson Falls over 100 
buildings bave been erected in the last two 
weeks. I anticipate an inflax of from 00,000 
to 100,000 people.” 


FROZEN 10 D&SATH, 


The Reault of « Stormy Night Along the New Eng- 
land ( eart. 
New York, March 31.—Immense damage 
was done by the storm of Saturday night and 
Sundav on the Hudson river, Long Island 
sound and the New Jersey and New Engiand 
coasts. No singl2 disaster was of great mazni- 
tude, but an astonishing namber of small 
yassels were blown ashore or sank. Several 
men were frozen to death at diff-rent points 
oa the Hudson river. Their vessels were sunk, 
but the masis and spars remained out of 
water, and the crews who had lost their boats 
took refage there and froza todeath. Several 
were rescued from the rigging of the sunken 
veasels. Similar stories are being received 


A PERT WITNESS, 


WHO TALKED AHEAD OF HIS EVI- 
DENCE, 


The Resumption of the Danville Investigation—A 
Witness Who Gives Tesiimony Suitabie to the 
Purposes of John sherman-—The Ne- 
Sroes and the Poor Seum, Bte. 


Wasuineton, March 31.—In the Danville 
investigation J. C. Enright, white democrat, 
testified that he left the opera house with 
James L. Johnson (who, according to pre- 
vious witnesses, was said to have kiiled two 
colored men during the riot). The witness 
said that he was with Jobnson during the 
riot, and that Johnson did not fire at all. He 
said that on the morning of the riot 
six colored men _ stood in front of 
hig place of business, and he 
asked them not to obstract the way. Al 
moved off but one. Witness started for this 
one, when he moved awaya short distance, 
and then asked witness what he intended to 
do. Witness replied that he was going to 
push him away. The negro said, with an 
oath, that the pushing days were over, 

T. J. Thompson, of Danville, white, a 
watchmaker, was called. He saw the riot 
from an upper window opposite, and de- 
scribed it, but added nothing of importance. 
He thought by the upward aim of the pistols 
that they were shooting at him. He saw 
pistolsin the hands of the colored men, 


batjcould not name an yoge who hac pigiol 

R. D, Osborne, of Dinv*Y.4,4ee" dealer; saw 
the riot. He heard, on® colored man say 
when the eflicers Were trying to disperse 
them, ‘‘We mean fight* »sfame colored men 
had pistols, but hecould not give their names, 
He saw the colored men fire over their 
shoulders as they ran. Witness was 
on guard next day with orders not 
to allow three men of either race to stand 
together on the street. Trying to disperse a 
party of three colored men, one of them said 
he was not going away. He was not satisfied 
with this thing, and should not be until he 
saw Danville burned down. 

Chas, H. Curad, tobacco manufacturer of 
Danville, was standing [behind Captain 
Graves with hiseye on Graves’s pistol ali 
thetime. He was said to have shot Georze 
Adams. Witness stated positively that 
Graves did not fire the shot which 
wounded Adams.. He was chairman 
of the democratic ward club, and was in a 
position to know that there was no premedi- 
tation to bring on the’ riot. On cross- 
examination Senator Sherman asked if wit- 
ness fired his pistol. Witness declined to an- 
swer. In the further course of the cregs- 
examination witness asserted with mueh 
earnestness, thet it was a mistake to 
suppose there was prejudice against 
negroes. The prejudice was 
the “lowdown whites,’’ scum that come 
down there from the north, men who got the 
negroes into trouble and then deserted them, 
The witness had a negro at work for him who 
would sacrifice his life for him if he was in 
danger. He had twenty negro workmen, 
three of whom were democrais. His fataer- 
in-law employed between two hundred and 
three hundred negroes and twenty-five of 
them were democrats. 

Senator Sherman asked if the negroes, wn- 
der any circumstances, stood any chance of 
getting their right to elect officers, they being 
in the majority. 

‘Yes, sir, if they vote with me.”’ 

‘That's it; if they vote with you.’’ 

‘*You will never see it as long as you live, 
noraslong asi live. It is rather unlikely 
that the set of men who own the property 
and are trying to build up the town, and 
husband all their resources and 
accumulate wealth that wiil 
ever allow the negroes to come in and con- 
trol that town. You may just set that down 
as a sure thing.”’ 

“That is the dellberate purpose of the 
property holders, to prevent that?”’

THE NAVAL BILL, 


The Scnate Committes Keudy to Repert Its Bil! to 
the Senate 

Wasaineton, March 31.—The senate ap- 
propriations committee is ready to report the 
naval appropriations bill to the senate. The 
bill calls for appropriations amounting to 
$20 786 676. The estimates submitted to con- 
gress Called for $22,655,500 and the bill as it 


for 
Che senate committee has added $6 551 980 to 
the bill. The principal items added to the 
bill are as follows: 

To continue the manufacture of modern 
guns, carriages and ammunition for the re- 
armament of the navy, $100,000, 

For the modera armament of the navy, for 
machine cannon of small calibre, and appli- 
ances, $5 948, 

For gatling guns and appliances, $6 500. 

For the coustraction or purchase of one 
torpedo boat, which shall be after the best 
mocel of construction now in use, $55,000. 

To complete toe ordnance outfit of three 
new steel cruisers and one dispatch boat, 
$40,000. 

For continuing work upon the double- 
turreted moniter, $2 000,000. 

For the construction of additional steel 
vessels for the navy, $2,500,000, 

The committee aiso provides for an in- 
crease in the appropriations for the bureaus 
of the navy department, pripci- 
pally in that tor the bureau 
of construction and repair, in which the 
amount appropriated for general expenditures 
is increased from $1,020 000 to $1,500,000, and 
it is provided that $100,000 be made availabie 
immediately, and in that for the bureau cf 
steam engineering, in which the incraass is 
from $760,000 to $1,050,000. 

A cali for ten miliion dollars in bonds for 
redemption is expected to issue from the 
treasury to-morrow, It is estimated ai the 
treasury that the reduction of the public 
debt forthe month of March will be about 
fifteen raillions. ie

A deé@spatch from Cannes states that the 
body of the duke of Albany will be placed 
in @ coffin and will be taken to England 
to-day.

RUMORS ABOUT GENERAL GORDON. 

Lompon, March 31.—It is reported that on 
the 1{th inst. General Gordon made a sortie 
from Kbharteum with 3,000 men, two guns 
and asequadron of Bashi Bazouk cavalry, ac. 
compas, ed by three steamers on the river. 
line revels were encountered near Haliyeh, 
Sixty of the enemy's cavalry cbarged the 
Bashi Bazouks, and pat them to flight, cau- 
sing @panic among the infantry, who also 
fied in great disorder. General Gordon re: 
turned to Khartoum. Notwithstanding this 
check, he declares that Khartoum is quite 
safe. 

On nearing the rebels General Gordon drew 
up his troopsin the form of asquare, iu which 
they were kept until attacked py the enemy, 
when the Egyptians turned and fled. Two 
hundred of them were slaughtered and three 
guns were lost. There are enough provisions 
at Khartoum to enable the town to hold out 
until winter. 

A rumor is current in Cairo that General 
Gordon surrendered Khartoum some days 
ago to sheiks representing Ei Mahdi, 
that three days atrerward be and his secretary, 
Colenel Stewart, were arrested and impris- 
oned The vice-consuls of France, Greece 
and Austria were not molested, but they 
were forbidden to leave the town. Sir Eve- 
lyn Barring, British minister, has senta 
communication to the governor of Berber 
insisting that he ascertain the true position 
of:General Gordon. 

Later advices give the following details 
conceriing Gordon’s engagement with the re- 
bels near Hcliyeh on the 16:h inst. Toe 
rebels pursued the Ezgyp'ians for two miles 
after the battle. Thescene of confusion pre- 
senied by the retreating troops was fearful. 
The Kgyptian reguiars and Bashi B>zouks 
kept shouting out that their generals had be- 
trayed them. The wounded feceived no 
attention for seven hours. The troops had 
been clamoring for three weeks before they 
metthe enemy. In the early part of the 
encounter the Egyptians were successful, 
and the enemy were aciually in full 
retreat, when their cavalry madea dashing 
charge.

THE END OF THE RIOT IN CINCIN.- 
NATI 


Governor Headly Orders Home the Brave Military, 
Including the Cowardly Fourth Regim- nt— 
The Citigens Take Coarge of Affairs 
Once More—Quit Now Reins. 


CINCINNATI, March 31.—One-half of the 
militia on guard at the jail have been released. 
Since the firing at 8 o’clock last night. no one 
has been shot. The volleys since that time 
have been merely blindsto clear the streets. 
It has been ascertained that noone waskilled 
by the firing at 8 o’clock last night, but that 
three persons were wounded, two men 
named Pferser and Cooper, and another man. 
name unknown. By order of the secretary of 
war adetachment of United States regulars 
are held in readiness to protect the United 
States property if necessary. Dr. Ransshoff 
reports that thechances of the recovery of 
Mr. Briggs Swift are very remote. The {acts 
which gave rise to the rumors about the Tur- 
ners joining the mob were that the rioters 


broke into Turner hall, and took about forty 
guns and went back tothe jail and attempted 
toclub the militia. The latter turned upon 
them and cleared the streets by firing in the 
air. Noone was hurt so far as is known. 

Everthing is quiet this morning and but 
very few people are about the courthouse, 
and those are there merely from curiosity. 
The barricades are still in position around 
the jail, but will probably be removed to-day. 
A feeling that the trouble is over pervades 
the community. 

At midday there was no appearance of a 
relaxation of the preparations for defense. 
Barricades of barrels and every other sort of 
material still remain acros@ all avenues of 
approach to the county building;, and bebind 
them stand militia with fixed bayonets. The 
police have been sent away to their regular 
posts, and are obtaining some rest. Though 
the general feeling is that there will be no 
further outpreak, there isnot lacking men 
who predict otherwise. 

HOW BERNER ESCAPED THE SCAFFOLD. 

Cotumeus, O., March 31.—Berner said toa 
press reporter that he was induced to make 
his confession of deliberate murder by parties 
around the jail who told him that if he con- 
fessed he might get free. This was before he 
had.engaged a ‘sawyer. Afterward, he had 
four attorneys, and their chief aim on the 
trial was to destroy the effect of the confes- 
sion he had made. They were successful in 
this, and by technicalities succeeded in prac- 
tically keeping the confession out of the 
evidence in the case. Tom Campbell, of 
Cincinnati, was the leading lawyer of the 
four, and to his. efforts was due the 
fact that Berner was convicted of man- 
slaughter instead of murder in the first de- 
gree. Caricatures of Campbell of a nature to 
arouse prejudices and incite indignation 
against him were circulated in Cincinnati 
yesterday, and have been posted .in Coium- 
bus to-day. Berner’s ass@Ciate in the crime, 
the negro Palmer, who has not been tried is 
one of. the prisoners in the Hamilton county 
jail. Berner bas been resting quietly in prison 
all day. The gates had to be closed against 
the public, owing to the multitude of curios- 
ity gezers that appeared. No violence is 
orobabile here. lt is very quiet»but the night 
guard at the prison is smaii and there is some 
talk of the easy access to him. 

SCENES ON THE STREETS. 

At daylight, this morning, am associated 
press reporter. walked throngh the guar 
ter of the city where the stormy scenes of 
the previous night had beer enact- 
ed. Dawning as peaceful and. brilliant 
as ever seen against an exquisitely tinted 
sky in the east, the broken wails of the burn- 
ing court house were distinctly defined with 
its crumblidg window openings looking 
like rude wounds. Over the ruins ol 
the tieasurer’s office in the northern part of 
the building, the ruddy glow of the morning 
sun brought its blackened pillars into promi- 
nence, while from other portions thin, white- 
colored smoke and steam was rising as the 
water thrown by the engines fell into the 
burning contents. Saturday night, when the 
sun went down the occupants of the treasur- 
er’s office were sitting at the open plate glase 
windows, smoking cigars and reading accounts 
of the previous night’s attempts on the jail. 
There was no thought that in 
six hours those windows would 
be broken and the accumulated 
wealth of the contents of that great building 
in ruins; but this building, great as its loss 
was, Was merely property. Other losses in 
that locality were of human life. Only poo's 
of biood, here and there, trampled in dust or 
on the brick sidewalk, were to be seen. Only 
oue hour betore, on Sycamore street, below 
Court, lay four or five dead bodies of drunken 
or venturesome men, who, in spite ol 
the policemen’s warning, had gone 
beyond the limit permitted by 
the miilitis, when they fell un- 
der the tire of the militia; no one dare go 
tuke them away until the mob dispersed and 
the streets were clear. Only two hours be- 
fore, when a small crowd gathered at the 
drug store, one square west of the court- 
house, to see the patrol wagon take away a 
dead man, the militia, mistaking this for a 
renewal of the mob, fireda volley, killing 
one and wounding the nephew of the pro- 
prietor of the store. One ball struck the iron 
tacing on the door and, rebounding, crashed 
through a glass door near the head of 
tbe proprietor, who was using the telephone 
atthe time. Passing to the north side of 
Court on Walnut asickening scene was pre- 
sented. Here apparently the*wounded nad 
taken shelter behind the protecting building; 
or perhaps, here the fatally wounded had 
crowded tv die. Pool afer pool of blood dyed 
the ground all along the curostone. Allalong 
the street signs of blood were visible, and in 
a hallwey, three squares distant on Maine 
street, the flour was smeared where some un- 
fortunate had crawled to dress his wounds or 
die. 

THE RECORDS SAFE. 

It has been learned with great satisfaction 
that nearly the eatire set of records of the 
recurder’s office, containing the records of 
deeds, mortgages, etc , weresaved. A person 
familiar with the office says that not more 
than fifty volumes of the records are gone, 
covericg transactions of three years, about 
thirty years ago. It is supposed that the 
money in the treasury vaulis, the records in 
the probate judges’ vaults are safe, but the 
safes cafnot be opened. At the jail 
and city buildings everything is in te 
most complete state of defense. Across 
allthe streetsand alleys approaching the 
former scene of strife, the barricades have 
been strengthened an reenforced. Tae mod 
spirit seems to be entirely quelled, and those 
formerly imbued with it appear to stand ia 
such wholesome fear of the reckless shooting 
of the soldiery as to have had an entire suffi- 
ciency of rushinginto the jaws of deatu 
The Thirteenth and Fourteenth regiments, 
under command respectively of Colonels 
Picard aud Freeman, from Hillsboro and 
Columbus, seem to be considered the most 
reliable, and are stillon duty guarding the 
barricades, the main points of all previous 
atiacks.

MEA*:LES AT THESE JAIL. 


A Bad Outbreak that Has Had Disastrous HKesu lis | 
Khe Sick Prisoners Kemoy: d. 

There is a big sensation at Fulton county jail 

At the beginning of last week it was discovered 
that a virulent form of measles had made its ap- 
pearance among the prisoners now confined in 
the jail. Many of these men were corfined for 
offeises against the laws of the state, and many 
others were held for offenses against the lews of 
the general government. 

The jai& of this county. because cfits easy ec. 
cessibility and sanitary reasons, has long been the 
place of confinement for criminals from all por- 
tions of middie and upper Georgia from counties 
where jails are insecure and has been se'ected by 
the department of justice at Washington as the 
place of coufinement for all miaor offenses against 
ihe United States laws. At this time 
there are some seventy United States 
prisoners confined within its wallsand a number 
of culprits and alleged culprits from Fulton and 
other counties, As soon as it became apparent 
that there waa likely to be an epidemic of measles 
among the prisoneys.

WHAT WILL Ir COST? 


The Vague But Magaificent Dimensions of the New 
National Library Jeb. 
Wasaineton, April 1 —Next Thursday is 
the day set by the house for discussing the 
national library bill. It is proposed to buy a 
lot costing $550.000, and to erect thereon a 
sandstone palace 459 feet long by 509 feet deep. 
This structure will cover an area of 3)¢ acres, 
about 10 per cent more than the ground occu- 
ied by the capitol itself. As tothecost, there 
is absolutely nothing on record except an off- 
hand statement in a committee report of 
about a year ago, to the effect that 2 200 000 
books will be accommodated in a butlding 
erected according to sume one of six designs 
in distinct and different styles of architecture 
adopted by the committee, and that the 
cost of the most expensive of the designs 
may safely be estimatedto be less than that 
ofa wingofthe same dimensions added to 
e capitol, 
oe as thecapitol has cost about $14,- 
000,000 in times of low wages, this guarded es- 
timate is not encouraging. It-is- strange 
that the estimates on the competing plans of 
Edward Clark, architect of the capitol, and
